Hon. Fra ncis T. Roots, the fa ther 
of ma ny industries a nd improv ements 
in the city of Connersv ille, committed 
suicide in his home a t tha t pla ce to­ 
da y by shooting himself through the 
tem ple with a rev olv er. 
About fiv e weeks a go he suffered 
sev ere a tta ck of the grip a nd it left 
him m enta lly unba la nced ¡a nd a com­ 
plete nerv ous wreck. 
Being the a c­ 
tiv e hea d of sev era l fina ncia l in stitu ­ 
tions, the fa m ily directed a few da ys 
a go tha t his holdings he disposed of 
a nd Mr. Roots wa s sent to a priv a te 
sa nita rium in Ba ttle Greek, Michiga n. 
He did not seem to improv e there a nd 
wa s dissa tisfied, 
continua lly a sking 
to be returned home, a nd Sa turda y 
tho request wa s gra nted. 
This morn­ 
ing he took a wa lk a ccompa nied by 
his w ife a nd returned to the house 
a bout 10:80 o ’clock. 
His ? w ife then 
went to ca ll on a neighbor a nd fifteen 
m inutes la ter, a s 
his son Cla rence 
Roots, wa s 
entering the home 
he 
hea rd a shot fired in a n upsta irs bed­ 
room, a nd rushing to the scene found 
his fa ther lying prostra te a cross the 
bed with a fa ta l wound in his temple, 
a nd a pistol a t his side told the story. 
Mr. Roots dea th ca st a gloom ov er 
Oonnersv lie a nd the county of Fa yette 
for he wa s a belov ed a nd v a lued c iti­ 
zen. 
He 
wa s 
prominent in 
Sta te 
fina ncia l circles a nd 
in Republica n 
politics, a nd once or tw ice a spired 
to the gov ernorship. 
He serv ed sev ­ 
era l terms in the Sta te legisla ture 
from Fa yette county. 
He wa s 
fifty 
yea rs of a ge. 


Joseph Hicks, the murderer of Osca r 
Ma rtin, a t Shirley a few £ week§ a go, 
a nd who wa s la ter seen in this city, 
wa s being',tra cked by the Kentucky a u- 
thorties la st week, a ccording to re­ 
ports receiv ed here. He hired a liv ery­ 
ma n in one v illa ge to driv e him to 
a nother town a nd a fter they ha d de­ 
pa rted,[the dentity of Hicks beca me 
known. 
The telephone wa s 'put into im ­ 
media te use a nd the officers of the 
town where Hicks ha d a sked to be 
driv en,

William Jeffery o f Berkeley Heights, 
N. J., addressed the Harlem Liberal 
alliance the o ther night at 100 West 
One Hundred and Sixteenth street, 
New Yo rk, o n “Ho w to Live In Peace 
W ith Children,“ says the New Yo rk 
Times. 
The meeting ro o m was filled 
to the o utermo st do o r. The essence o f 
Mr. Jeffery's teaching is: 
“Do n’t ‘butt in’ o n the children if 
they will agree no t to ‘butt in* o n yo u.“ 
Jeffery is the man who built a small 
bungalo w o ut in his back yard last year 
fo r fo ur o f his so ns and a nephew. The 
“independent five” have been running 
their o wn affairs. 
Mr. Jeffery made a 
so rt o f repo rt o f pro gress. 
He said 
that It was a ho wling success, al­ 
tho ugh, thank heaven, he and his wife 
didn’t hear the ho wls. 
And he was go ­ 
ing to add his o ther so ns to the Inde­ 
pendent back yard gro up as fast as they 
go t o ld eno ugh to endure the wear and 
tear o f the life In that climate. 
“Í used to live in M anhattan,“ went 
o n the speaker. 
“But 1 had to mo ve. 
The landlo rds go t after me to o hard. 
I went to Plainfield, N. J., aud that 
week the rents were raised there. One 
o f my bo ys was 111. 
I decided to live 
o ut in the o pen, and th at’s ho w 1 go t 
to Berkeley Heights. 
“ We liked the land, and I decided to 
replace the tent with a ho use. 
So I 
built o ne as I want it, its framewo rk 
being o f hewed o aken beams. We co m­ 
pleted it last summer. 
“Theu o ne day my wife raised an 
unusually lo ud pro test abo ut the bo ys 
co ming into the ho use, tracking up the 
carpet aud breaking the furniture. Yo u 
see, 1 have six bo ys and o ne girl, with 
a nephew fro m Bro o klyn. lie is nine­ 
teen years o ld. 
My bo ys run do wu 
fro m fifteen. 
Fo ur o f them are abo ve 
eight years. 
“These last named yo ung perso ns 
were the chief o ffenders, so I decided 
that there wo uld have to be ano ther 
buugalo w. 
The questio n aro se as to 
who was to o ccupy i t The bo ys said 
that they wo uld take it, agreeing no t 
to butt in o n my wife and me if we 
wo uld agree no t to butt in o n them. 
And we did that. 
“And so we put up a 19 by 24 fo o t 
bungalo w* in the back yard. 
The fo ur 
o lder l>o ys aud the nephew to o k charge 
o f it. Of co urse they eat with us, but 
they take care o f their o wn ho use. If 
they do n’t, it gets no care. It’s up to 
them. They may turn the sto ve upside 
do wn; they may stick their heads o ut 
o f the windo w. It’s their o wn funeral, 
and they kno w it. 
“At first I tho ught that I wo uld lu 
spect their bungalo w o nce a day to see 
that they kept it clean. I gave that up. 
There is 110 mo re reaso n why I sho uld 
inspect them than that they sho uld in­ 
spect me and my wife. 
“This arrangem ent has been kept up 
I like it. My wife likes it. The bo ys 
like it. We call it the Pleiades bunga­ 
lo w o ut there in the back yard.“ 
Mr. Jeffery then read so me testimo ­ 
nials o f the five independents. 
The 
Bro o klyn nephew, who had asthma, 
testified that he had been cured o f it. 
Willie, aged fifteen, bo re witness in 
writing that he had farmed two acres 
o f land and raised pigeo ns last year, 
lie had furnished vegetables to the 
family and had a bank acco unt o f 
$ 100. 
Charlie, aged thirteen, testified that 
he had no tro uble waking up In the 
mo rning, because if he was inclined to 
sleep so mebo dy was sure to thro w a 
piece o f co al o r a w ater bucket at him.

parents will give trim a co urse in fo r­ 
estry. 
Richard, aged nine, testified as to his 
enjo yment o f the Sunday night co n­ 
ferences with his parents. lie declared 
that at such times the back yard eo ’o ny 
asked their father questio ns. 
So me­ 
times he co uldn’t answer. 
Then he 
went o ff and asked so mebo dy else and 
answered next time. 


Pro tectin g th e Eid er Du ck. 
At present there Is but o ne breeding 
place o f the elder duck in the United 
States. 
That Is Old Man’s island, sit­ 
uated In the to w n o f Cutler, Me., says 
the Kennebec Jo urnal. 
It is o ue and 
o ne-half miles east o f the Cro ss island 
life saving statio n and was leased by 
the state with the understanding that 
It was to be used fo r the pro tectio n, 
pro pagatio n and preservatio n o f all 
wild birds. 
Captain Frederick Small, 
who is co nnected with the life saving 
statio n, has also been appo inted a 
w*arden to lo o k after these birds. 
The 
state, thro ugh the effo rts o f the Audu­ 
bo n so ciety, which is advo cating their 
cause, is trying to preserve three spe­ 
cies o f wild fo wl, the eider duck, the 
puffin and the laughing gull, fro m ex­ 
terminatio n in Maine. 
Their eggs are 
large and very palatable and highly 
prized by fishermen fo r fo o d. 
Tho se 
interested are asking the co -o peratio n 
o f gunners and fishermen to preserve 
t the birds.

An imals, Plan ts an d In sects Used as 
Su b jects— Ho w Newly Hatch ed T u r ­ 
tles M ake T h e ir 
W ay 
to th e Sea. 
Develo p in g New Fru its. 


“When the hands are clasped to geth­ 
er there is usually a perfect co nstancy 
as to which thum b is uppermo st, but 
so me peo ple always put the right up­ 
permo st, o thers the left 
I ho pe to 
find o ut if this character is inherited 
and. If so , what laws 41 re fo llo wed.” 
says F. E. Lutz o f the Carnegie insti­ 
tute’s labo rato ry o f experimental evo ­ 
lutio n, acco rding to a Washingto n dis­ 
patch to the Kansas City Star. A siiu-f 
liar character he finds in the hind wing! 
co verings o f crickets, the right usually 
o verlapping the left In males, altho ugh 
in so me o f the latter the reverse is the 
case. 
The inheritance o f this po sitio n 
is being tested by Mr. Lutz, who , with 
insects as material, is studying the 
pro blems o f heredity. 
He has mated 
125 pairs o f crickets fo r this seaso n’s 
wo rk, and o n his pedigreed sto ck he 
has bred a new* fo rm, having under­ 
develo ped wings, wing co verings and 
o vipo sito rs, o r egg planters. 
To learn ho w heredity can be co n­ 
tro lled Is the primary functio n o f this 
new labo rato ry, to ward who se sup­ 
po rt $25,000 o f the iro nmaster’s mil­ 
lio ns is being annually appro priated. 
“The mo st impo rtant definite questio n 
to answ er is, Ho w* may the co urse o f 
the stream o f germplasm that has 
co me do wn to 11s fro m remo te a g e s Ik? 
co ntro lled In its o nward co urse?” says 
Dr. C. B. Davenpo rt, directo r o f the 
labo rato ry. 
Presum ing that heredity 
is go verned by the same law*s in man 
and beast, Dr. Davenpo rt is studying 
the lo wer animals first, because nat­ 
urally they are mo re easily handled 
and mo re amenable to discipline. 
Fo r 
this year’s experiments he has twenty 
co ntro lled strains in mammals, sixty 
in po ultry, fifteen in cage birds, fivo 
in crickets, so me two do zen in o ther 
insects and 400 in flo wering plants. 
In 
so me o f his insects he has co ntro lled 
the heredity fo r twenty generatio ns. 
The mysteries o f “instinct” are being 
inquired into in the co urse o f ano ther 
series o f investigatio ns 
lately 
co m- 
menced by the Institute. 
The ability 
o f the newly hatched turtle to run 
directly to ward the sea witho ut lo sing 
time gro ping In a landward directio n 
has been o ne o f the pheno mena o f In­ 
stinct lo ng a puzzle to science. At the 
Institute’s new* labo rato ry o f marine 
bio lo gy at To rtugas, Fla., this pro blem 
has been lately attacked by Davenpo rt 
Ho o ker o f the labo rato ry staff. 
After 
experimenting with lo ggerhead turtles 
he finds that they are bo rn with an 
instinct to go do wn hill and in the di­ 
rectio n o f the greatest light. 
This in­ 
stinct leads the animals to the sea, as 
the sho res 011 which they are hatched 
always slo pe do wn to ward the o cean 
and as the reflected light fro m the w a­ 
ter is always greater than that fro m 
the land. 
Neither the so und o f the 
surf no r the smell o f the sea guides 
them. 
A study o f the mystt*rh*s o f “pro tec­ 
tive co lo ring“ In Insects has 1k*ch co m 
menced at the To rtugas statio n by Pro ­ 
fesso r C harles U. Sto ckard. 
IIo has 
begun with that ungainly creature, the 
“walking stirk,“ which nature has no t 
o nly co lo red, but fo rmed to deceive Its 
enemies, fo r when hidden In fo liage It 
lo o ks like a slender twig with i a ach­ 
es. 
Pro fesso r Sto ckard says that It 
feeds and breeds by night, and by day 
remains mo tio nless in a pro tective at­ 
titude amo ng the steins o f its fo o d 
plant, fro m which it is difficult to dis­ 
tinguish its fo rm. Bo th the stem s and 
the insect vary co nsiderably in co lo r, 
but the latter generally fails to select 
branches 
matching 
its 
o wn 
shade. 
When disturbed it usually dro ps bo dily 
to a branch belo w* o r to the gro uud, 
where it feigns death. In a new series 
o f experiments with these uncanny in­ 
sects Dr. Sto ckard blackens their eyes 
and remo ves their feelers, after which 
he subjects them to vario us no ises and 
co lo red lights “to test the mo dificatio n 
o f their behavio r.” He will anno unce 
his results later. lie h a s also set upo n 
wire legs dummy figures made up o f 
parts o f the bo dies o f dead walking 
sticks and has studied the behavio r 
o f live specimens to ward them. 
To determine w hat eco no mic plants 
can be made to flo urish in the great 
deserts o f o ur arid so uthwest the des 
ert bo tanical labo rato ry which the in­ 
stitutio n has built at Tucso n. Ariz., is 
do ing interesting wo rk under the guid­ 
ance o f D. T. MacDo ugai, directo r o f 
the departm ent o f bo tanical research. 
A bo at lately built fo r this labo rato ry 
is no w circumnavigating the great in­ 
land “Salto n sea“ o f Califo rnia, which 
has an area o f 500 square miles. 
Mr. 
MacDo ugai estimates th at the greater 
part o f this lake will disappear in ten 
years, and ttiis expeditio n is tracing 
mo vements 
o f vegetatio n 
alo ng Its 
sho res. He also Is directing explo ratio ns 
o f the Pattie basin, in (Califo rnia, o ne 
o f No rth America's mo st arid regio ns. 
Luther Burt>ank, the w izard o f Santa 
Ro sa, under a grant fro m the Instl 
tute Is develo ping new* fruit and fo d­ 
der plants, no tably many new species 
o f berries o btained by cro ssing two 
plants o f the so lanum o r night shade 
family, o ne fro m west Africa bearing 
an insipid black fruit and the o ther 
fro m 
Chile 
pro ducing 
small, 
hard, 
green 
and 
equally 
insipid 
berries. 
Fro m these night shades Burbank al­ 
ready has develo ped a delicio us and ab­ 
so lutely new fruit, resembling the 
lo w 
bush blaeberry o f o ur eastern states.
